VVhat meant ele their cont 
nual Railing againſt the Goveranent, their Vilifying his Sacred Na- 
zeſty, their Slandering the Biſhops, their Calumniating the whole Clergy, 
as Debaucht and Irreligious; In a word, their Rauning down the church 
of England, Clergy and Laity, King and Subject, as Superſiirious, and 
Popiſuiy aff efed ? as is expreſt in that Vile and Seurrilons Pamphlet, 
pretended a Lerter to Leſtrange; a Pamphlet, far more Prophant, und 
more puniſhable by our Laws, eſpecially as to the laſt $. than the Pres- 
byterians Catechiſm, or any thing elſe yet Printed againſt them. They 
are grown ſo Inſolent, ſince the late Honſt of Commons was fo oyer- 
perſwadod, as to Vote a Bill for Repeating the Laws made againſt thing, 
that they doubt not but ere long they u the Day, and change 
their Sch:/matical Conventicles for our Perochial Churches. And truly, 
if the Divize Providence, and the great Wiſdom of thoſe that ſit at the 
Helm, do not prevent it, I am affraid we ſhalf find ar long running, 
that having ſtruꝑggled all this while with the Papiſis, we ſhall be leſt, at 
laſt as a Prey to the Fanatichs; For it's very ominous, that the Preſ. 
byter7ans ſhould be ſo Zealous for the late Houje of Commons, and cry 
it up as the Prop and Bulwark of the Government; and that Houſe on 


the other fide ſo much favour the Presbyteriaus, that during the laſt 


Seſſion of Parliament, thoſe of the Church of England were by whole 
Douzens Impriſon d and Fin d by that Houſe; and yet not one Pres- 
byterian ſuffer'd all this while, but were Carefled and Embraced as 
the moſt Loyal Subjicłs of the Nation. The Conjunction of Mays and 
Saturn are by Aftrozomers generally reputed to have very Dangerous 
Influence on mundane Affairs; and yet it never produc'd half thoſe 
ill Effects in England, as the long conjunitian of the Houſe of Commons 
and the Presbyterians in the late Kirgs Reign. But now I hope Jupiter 
in the 4/cendant, our preſent Sovertigu's Great courage and conduct, 
together with the moſt Honourable Hofe of Lords, having the Ex pe- 
rience of their Fathers and their owh Calamicies at that time, will 
always obſiru& the like Influence ſor che Future, if ever the fame
